} THE BOWIE KNIFE. 
This instrument was devised by Col. James 

| Bowie, an American, and a man of desperate 
valor. He considered, and apparently with 
justice, too, that, in close fighting, a much 
shorter weapon than the sword ordinarily in 
/use, but still heavy enough to give it sufficient 

force, and, at the same time, contrive to cut and 
|thrust, would be far preferable, and more advan- 
tageous to the wearer. He accordingly invent- 
led the short sword, or knife, which has since 
gone under his name. It is made of various 
sizes ; but the best, | may say, is about the 
length of a carving knife—-case perfectly 
straight in the first instance, but greatly round- 
ed at the end on the edge side ; the upper edge 
at the end, for the length of about two inches, 
is ground into the small segment of a circle 
and rendered sharp; thus leaving an apparent 
curve of the knife, although in reality the up- 
turned point is not higher than the line of the 
back. The back itself gradually increases in. 
| weight of metal as it approaches the hilt, on 

which a small guard is placed. The Bowie 

knife, therefore, has a curved, keen point; is 
|double edged for the space of about a couple 
of inches of its length ; and when in use, falls 
with the weight of a bill hook. Bowie went 
to Texas during the troubles which preceded 
the independence of that country,—and was ly- 
|ing sick in bed at the fortress of Alamo, when, 
|on the 6th of March, 1836, it was stormed by 
Santa Anna and taken. Bowie was murdered 
there upon his pillow. The hand that formed 
the dreadful knife could no longer wield it.—

EDUCATION. 

| The word education is derived from the Lat- 
in, E meaning from out of, and Duco to lead 
or bring forth ; or the bringing forth by disei- 
pline the physical, moral and intellectual qual- 


ities of the human being. There is a striking 
analogy between education and cultivation of 
the soil. To carry the metaphor still further, 
we may suppose a person to have received the 
highest gifts of nature, and the greatest im- 
provement from education, that such a person 
would appear in an erect and dignified form, 
habituated to strong, pleasing and graceful ac- 
tion ; that be would use rightly for himself, his 


| associates and the community, a discriminating 


sense of rightand wrong ; that he would se- 
cure to hinself respect, esteem and confidence 
by the exercise of intellectual power. Ifsucha 
person were habitually governed by a sense of 
gratitude for the benefit of existence and of ac- 
countableness for the use of talents entrusted to 
him, there would not be anything to add to his 
worth. To this standard all men cannot at- 
tain, but all meo may make some approaches 
towards it,and every man is bound to exert 
himself to this end, in proportion to the gifts of 
nature and of his opportunities te improve them. 
Since man’s accountableness, his happiness, 
prosperity and his all is dependent, in a great 
measure, on education, how important then that 
the public mind should be aroused from that 
long sleep of mental darkness, and burst the 
last link of that chain which has so long bound 
them down in thraldom, and rebound from the 
crush of her long depression and take her stand 
on the broad and sublime platform of range of 
thought, reason and education; reassert the 
cignity of her own nature and take her mighty 
and mujestic course along the great ocean of 
being, religious liberty, civil liberty, the 
diffusion of science, the equity of laws, and 
the amelioration of the condition of the misera- 
ble,—all proclaim her bright and rapid progress 
to the uncreated day of splendor which is fast 
approaching by the rising sun of educaticn. 

I was somewhat surprised on learning the 
state of education in this place, as [ had got 
the impression abroad, that Quincy was the 
foremost in the ranks of any town in the State 
in furnishing statesmen and in education. 
Aithough there are common schools which are 
in as flourishing condition as any in the State, 
and perhaps more so, yet something more than 
common is needed, as this 1s anage of improve- 
mentin which every thing has to exert itself to 
its utmost ability to keep pace with the times.

As there has been a lot of land 
presented to the town, and as pleasant a loca- 
tioe as the town affords, for the purpose of erect 
ing a free institution where ali the higher 
branches of education are taught, and, as | un- 
derstand, Hon. Ex-President Adams is anxious 
that this should be commenced immediately 
and is willing to lend a helping band, and oth- 
ers are willing to lend a helping hand also, all 


'that is wanting is action on the part of these 


whose duty it is to call a meeeting and choose 
a committee to arrange maiters for the speedy 
erection of this institution. And there is land 
enough to have one of the handsomest Flora 
gardens in the State, and the town abounds in 
ladies who possess the best of taste, who would 
consider it the greatest pleasure in establishing 
this garden so as to meet the approbation of 
every one of refined taste. What cause ever 
failed that the ladies undertook, especially one 
of this kind. so emblematical of their nature.
